Commercial clubs In several states 


have looked into the future advan- 
tages of livestock farming and have 
expressed their faith in it by originat- 
ing a budget of from ten to fifty thou- 
sand dollars for the purpose of financ- 
ing their fanners in purchasing dairy 
cows or a better grade of cattle. The 
Rotary club of Bismarck could well 
afford to follow suit of what the Com- 
mercial clubs have done and set a 
standard for the Rotary clubs over 
the entire U. S. to aspire towards. A 
club of Trinidad, Colorado, made up 
a budget of $25,000 to be used for this 
purpose in their community. 
A club 


at Sedalia, Missouri, budgeted $1,500 
to finance Boys and Girls Club work 
in purchasing $30.00 calves. Still an- 
other organization in Marinette. Wis- 
consin, advanced $52,000 for buying 
dairy cows and recently a Commercial 
club of Roundup, Montana, started H 
$50,000 budget for aiding their live- 
stock men. 


What Cow Produces. 


With the success of these organiza- 


tions already experienced and with 
each one of them having been success- 
ful the uncertainty, and untried ex- 
periences which usually come up to 
jeopardize a plan, will not have to be 
dealt with. 


The average dairy cow of Burleigh 
[ 


county produces about 3.000 Ibs. 
o f j 


milk and 125 Ibs. of butterfat, year- 
ly. Figuring butterfat at an average 
yearly price of 35c a pound and the 
skim milk at 24c a hundred (1-2 the 
value of a bushel of corn) this animal 
on which the farmer depends so much 
for a living, on which the banker de- 
pends for his accounts, the grocery- 
man his payment of bills, and the coal 
man. butcher or baker, likewise, pro- 
duces a gross return of $50-95.

is her gross profit so that a Rotarian 
who knows what overhead expense is 
especially, when the profitable life of 
the investment Is only six years, can 
realize what a small net profit, if any.
